The 27th franchise in the National Football League encompasses 
a regional market area stretching from Jacksonville and Tallahas- 
see in the north to Sarasota and Fort Myers in the south; from 
Tampa and St. Petersburg on the Gulf Coast to Orlando and Day- 
tona Beach in the east. 

The Tampa Bay Buccaneers team is definitely a regional rep- 
resentative of the NFL. The team is located in the fastest growing 
area of the country. The Tampa-St. Petersburg market area alone is 
seeing a projected increase in population of nearly 55 per cent 
between 1970 and 1980. 

1977 population figures are somewhat staggering with the Tam- 
pa-St. Petersburg-Sarasota area showing a population of 2.4 mil- 
lion. Within an hour and a half drive of Tampa Stadium is the 
Orlando area, home for another 1.3 million persons. 

But the Buccaneers region is more than population figures. It 
is the strong, vibrant tourist centers like Busch Gardens, Disney 
World, Cypress Gardens and others. It is the industrial Tampa, the 
largest port between Norfolk and New Orleans. It is also the new 
$86 million Tampa International Airport. 

It is the $50 million citrus business. It is St. Petersburg, the 
home of nearly three dozen banking concerns. It is February's 
annual Gasparilla Pirate Invasion, a winter festival based on the 
legend of Jose Gaspar, an eighteenth century pirate said to have 
maintained headquarters in the waters of Tampa Bay. It is this 
and much more. For example, in 1976, Tampa Bay's Bucs pumped 
§25 million into the area economy, according to a Tampa Chamber 
of Commerce survey.

That firm statement from 
Hugh F. Culverhouse, Presi- 
dent and Majority Owner, reflects the entire “game plan” of the 
Tampa Bay Buccaneers organization as the 1977 season gets un- 
derway. 

Born in Birmingham, Alabama on February 20, 1919, Mr. Culver- 
house was educated in the public schools there, He was conferred 
the Bachelor of Science degree from the University of Alabama in 
1941 and in 1947 received his LL.B degree and Juris Doctor of 
Law. As an undergraduate, he was a member of the Alabama box- 
ing team, 

He is a veteran of the Army Air Corps holding the rank of 
Colonel in the Air Force Reserve at the time of his release from 
active duty. He is the former Assistant Attorney General for the 
State of Alabama (1947-49) and former Special Attorney and As- 
sistant Regional Counsel in the office of the Chief Counsel, In- 
ternal Revenue Service (1949-56). 

In May of 1956, he entered the private practice of law and is 
presently the senior member of the law firm of Culverhouse, Tom- 
linson, Mills and Anderson with offices in Jacksonville and Miami. 

In addition to his law practice, Mr. Culverhouse has been ex- 
tremely active in real estate investments. He is a partner, owner 
and developer of a number of apartment projects in Indiana, Ohio 
and Florida. 

In January of 1976, President Gerald Ford delegated Mr. Culver- 
house as his representative at the 1976 Winter Olympics in Inns- 
bruck, Austria, with the title of United States Ambassador. 

He is Vice Chairman of the Board of Trustees of Jacksonville 
University, and he is a member of the Florida Council of 100 and 
the Jacksonville Committee of 100.

MARVIN L. WARNER 
Co-owner 


Marvin L. Warner, successful Cincin- 
nati businessman, purchased a major 
share of the Tampa Bay Buccaneers in 
February, -1976. 

Mr. Warner is president of Warner 
National Corporation, a financial ser- 
vices company, and is Chairman of the 
Board of ComBanks Corporation, Win- 
ter Park, Florida. 

In civic affairs, he is Chairman of 
the Ohio Board of Regents, supervising 
all higher education in the State and 
is a recipient of the Governor's Award 
for distinguished service. He was a 
member of the United States dele- 
gation to the United Nations in 1968 and is a member of the 
Democratic National Committee. 

Warner is a director of the Ohio Thoroughbred Association and 
breeds and races thoroughbreds. His thoroughbred farm, Warner- 
ton, is located 20 miles east of Cincinnati. He is an owner of the 
New York Yankees. 

He received his B.S. degree in Commerce and LL.B. in Law from 
the University of Alabama and LL.M from George Washington 
University, Washington, D.C. Mr. Warner served in the Army from 
1941 to 1946 with service in the western Pacific. He was released 
from active duty with the rank of major. 

Mr. Warner was a member of the Board of Miami University, 
Oxford, Ohio and Hebrew Union College-Jewish Institute of 
Religion until his appointment by the Governor of Ohio to the 
Board of Regents, of which he is now chairman. He was the first 
president of the Jewish Federation of Cincinnati and was presi- 
dent of the Jewish Community Center and Grand Commodore of 
the Association of Ohio Commodores, an honorary State service 
organization. 

It has also been announced that Marvin Warner has been 
confirmed by the United States Senate as the new Ambassador 
to Switzerland. He will be sworn in sometime in July 1977 and 
will be assuming his new duties in Switzerland shortly thereafter. 


JOHN McKAY 


Vice President/Head Coach 


"This is going to be a 
great franchise. The facili- 
ties are marvelous, and the 
fans the best | have ever 
seen. And, we are a much 
better football team this 
year compared to last sea- 
son,” 

That's John McKay's over- 
view of the upcoming sea- 
son for the Buccaneers. 

McKay resigned his job 
as Athletic Director and Head Coach at the University of Southern 
California to become Vice President and Head Coach of the ex- 
pansion Buccaneers in the Fall of 1975, 

McKay was named head coach at USC in 1960 and began a 
career equalled by but a few persons in the history of collegiate 
coaching. 

His USC teams won 127, lost just 40 and tied eight for a 
winning percentage of 76, John's teams compiled national titles in 
1962, 1967, 1972 and 1974. Only two other coaches (Frank Leahy and 
Paul “Bear” Bryant) have ever won four national championships. 

In 16 years at Southern Cal, McKay's Trojans participated in 
nine bow! games. His winning edge the last 14 seasons was 80 per 
cent. He has coached nearly 40 All-Americans and two Heisman 
Trophy winners — Mike Garrett and O.J. Simpson. 

The Everettsville, W.Va. native was an all-state running back 
at Shinnston High School. His birthdate is July 5, 1923. 

In 1946, he was a starting defensive back as a freshman at 
Purdue. In 1948 and 1949, McKay was a two-way starter at Oregon. 
The '48 squad was paced by McKay and Norm Van Brocklin. The 
team compiled a 9-1 record and lost to S.M.U. in the Cotton Bowl. 

He was drafted by the New York Yankees of the old All-American 
Football Conference, but decided to enter coaching. 

McKay was an assistant coach at Oregon from 1950 to 1958 be- 
fote moving to Southern Cal for one year as an assistant. He was 
named Coach-of-the-Year twice, 1962 and 1972. 

McKay had turned down previous offers from other pro teams 
in the past. His appointment to the Tampa Bay post was announced 
on October 31, 1975, and it was éffective following USC's 1975 
football season. His last game as head coach at USC was the 
Trojans’ Liberty Bowl victory over Texas A & M. 
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RON WOLF 
Vice President/Operations 


In a little over two years, 

Ron Wolf has begun the 
foundation building which is 
so essential if the Buc- 
caneers are to be competi- 
tive in the NFL. Ten rookies 
made the Bucs from the 
first draft and the prospects 
are good for another pro- 
ductive crop out of the 
most recent draft. 
— Wolf, 38, was named to 
the Buccaneers post on April 30, 1975 after spending 12 years as 
Player Personnel Director for the Oakland Raiders. While guiding 
the Raiders’ personnel department, Ron was associated with a 
team which compiled an amazing 115-42-11 record .. . the best in 
the NFL during that period of time. 


“Talent scouting is work. | don’t believe you can go and scout 
a game. A game will help confirm what you already know. But 
you have to have a good foundation. 

“You get that by being absorbed in meetings, studying films. 
You get it by stressing quality of the individual players who com- 
prise the bulk of the better teams in the NFL, thus learning what 
it takes to win, then finding players with similar qualities.” 

A native of New Freedom, Pennsylvania, Wolf served in the In- 
telligence Office of the U.S. Commander in Berlin. Entering col- 
lege after his military experience, he is a 1963 graduate of the 
University of Oklahoma. 

Wolf's other thoughts on garnering talent: 

“We like to base our standards on the Pro Bowl. We ask our- 
selves ‘Is this a Pro Bowl player?’. Size is very important along 
with speed, quickness, strength and the unknown factors. 

‘We want to get to know the players we are watching. We want 
to learn about their desire, spot their intensity, know how they 
compete.” 

Wolf is also pleased with the people he has heading the scout- 
ing department. Ken Herock, also a former Oakland employee, is 
the Director of Player Personnel. Dan Conners is the Chief Scout. 


BASS FONTES 


TOM BASS LINEBACKERS 


BORN: August 2, 1935 Riverside, Calif. 

COLLEGE: Played linebacker at San Jose State until polio ended his college career. 
COLLEGE COACH: Returned to San Jose State in 1958 as a coach and to finish 
his education. In 1960, moved to San Diego State where Don Coryell was head 
coach. 

PRO COACH: After three years at San Diego State, Tom moved to the AFL 
San Diego Chargers in 1964 and two years later was named Defensive Coordi- 
nator. In 1968, Bass moved to the new Cincinnati Bengals as the first assistant 
coach hired by Paul Brown, He handled the coordination of the Bengals' defense 
for two years before moving into scouting. In June of 1975, Tom joined the Bucs 
as Pro Personnel Director and in the Fall of 1976, he returned to the coaching 
field. In addition, he is the author of a book of poetry, Pro Football From The 
Inside. 


WILLIE BROWN RUNNING BACKS 

BORN: March 21, 1942 Tuscaloosa, Alabama 
COLLEGE: At Southern California as a running back and was the first tailback 
in the | formation developed by John McKay. Switched over to flanker and 
made All-American at that position. Captained and was leading rusher on the 
1962 national championship football team and was also captain and leading 
batter (.352) on USC's national champion baseball club in 1963, At USC from 
1960 to 1963. 
PRO: Second round draft choice by the Los Angeles Rams in 1964 and played 
two years with them. In 1966, he played with the Philadelphia Eagles as flanker, 
COLLEGE COACH: Became assistant coach to John McKay at USC in 1967 and 
coached wide receivers for eight years. Among the receivers he coached at USC 
are Lynn Swann, MVP of Super Bowl X, Steelers; Bob Chandler, Bills; Charlie 
Young, Rams; and Bob Klein, Rams. 
PRO COACH: First year was 1976 in the NFL as assistant with the Tampa Bay 
Buccaneers, 


WAYNE FONTES DEFENSIVE SECONDARY 


BORN: February 17, 1940 New Bedford, Mass. 
COLLEGE: All-Big-Ten as running back at Michigan State from 1959-62. Played 
in the Senior Bow! and North-South All-Star games his senior year. While earn- 
ing his Master's degree at Michigan State in 1965, he coached the freshman 
football team. Also played second base on the baseball team. 
PRO: Drafted as a junior redshirt by the New York Titans of the old American 
Football League. Played his senior year at MSU and went on to play for the 
Titans in 1963-64, A severely broken leg ended his pro career. 
COLLEGE COACH: In 1968, joined the staff at Dayton as assistant to John Mc- 
Vay. Moved on to lowa in 1969-71 as defensive secondary coach under Ray 
Nagel, From 1972-75, coached the defensive backs at Southern Cal under John 
McKay. Defensive backs he helped develop at USC include Skip Thomas and 
Charlie Phillips, Oakland; Artimus Parker, the Eagles; Marvin Cobb, Cincinnati; 
and Danny Reece with Bucs. 
PRO COACH: Joined Bucs in 1976 as defensive backfield coach. 


FREI GIBRON HUSBANDS 


JERRY FREI OFFENSIVE LINE 


BORN: June 3, 1924 Brooklyn, Wisconsin 
COLLEGE: Three year letterman guard at the University of Wisconsin in 1942, 
1946-47_ 
COLLEGE COACH: In 1952, entered college coaching at Willamette (Ore.) Uni- 
versity as line coach. In 1955, joined the University of Oregon staff. Spent 12 
years as an assistant coach under Len Casanova before taking over as head 
coach in 1967. During his five year tenure as head coach, Jerry's teams made 
steady improvements and in 1970 they captured 2nd place in the Pacific Eight 
Conference, Named UPI's ‘'Coach-of-the-Week" twice during that 1970 season 
after beating Air Force and John McKay's USC team. 
PRO COACH: Joined the Denver Broncos as offensive line coach in 1972, Hired 
by the Tampa Bay Buccaneers in 1976. 


ABE GIBRON CHIEF ASSISTANT & DEFENSIVE LINE 

BORN: September 22, 1925 Michigan City, Indiana 
COLLEGE. Letterman guard and graduate of Purdue University from 1946-1948. 
Abe and John McKay were teammates on the 1946 freshman team at Purdue, 
PRO: Signed as a high draft choice by Buffalo of the old All-American Football 
League in 1949. The following season he began a seven year career with 
the Cleveland Browns which included six NFL championship games, three of 
which the Browns won. The last three games of 1956 and all of 1957 he spent with 
the Philadelphia Eagles before joining the Bears as a player in 1958-59. Played 
in 128 games total. He was All-Pro in 1952, 1953 and 1954 and appeared in five 
Pro Bowl games. 
PRO COACH: In 1960 Abe began a five year assistant coaching period with 
the Washington Redskins under Mike Nixon and Bill McPeak. In 1965, joined the 
Bears’ staff, responsible for the offensive line for three years (1965-67) and the 
defensive line (defensive coordinator) for four years (1968-71). Abe was ap- 
pointed head coach of the Bears from 1972-74. In 1975 he became head coach 
of the Chicago entry of the World Football League before that team disbanded. 
Joined the Tampa Bay Buccaneers in 1976 as defensive coordinator, Promoted in 
off-season to chief assistant. 


SKIP HUSBANDS OFFENSIVE LINE 

BORN: June 29, 1941 Ventura, Calif. 
COLLEGE: Skip was a three-year letterman at middle linebacker tor Utah State 
starting and winning the team’s ‘‘Hustle Award" as a senior in 1963. Utah State 
lost only five games those three years. 
COLLEGE COACH: Worked as a graduate assistant at Utah State in 1964. He 
coached at Las Vegas (Nev.) High School before moving to Arizona Western in 
1968. In 1971 he joined the staff at Southern California, where he coached five 
All-American offensive linemen. 
PRO COACH: First year with the Bucs. Will handle offensive line with Jerry Frei. 
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KRUEGER NELSEN HEROCK 


PHIL KRUEGER RESEARCH & DEVELOPMENT 
BORN: October 6, 1929 LaSalle. Illinois 


COLLEGE: Three year Jetterman quarterback at Southeast Missouri State College 
and was an honors graduate. He also earned his Master's Degree in English 
from the University of Missouri in 1956. Played at SE Missouri from 1947-1950, 
COLLEGE COACH: Phil's college coaching career began at Long Beach City 
College in 1960-1962 as an assistant. Moved on to Utah State for one year 
(1963) as assistant and to Fresno State as head coach from 1964-1965. In 1966, 
joined John McKay at USC as assistant for five years. Illinois secured Phil for 
1971-72 and then it was back to Utah State, but this time as head coach for 
1973-1975. Has a total of 16 years experience in collegiate football with a five 
year head coaching record of 31-22-0, 

PRO COACH: Joined the Buccaneers in December of 1975 and was the first 
assistant coach hired by John McKay, Will coordinate research and development 
this year plus help coach linebackers. 


BILL NELSEN QUARTERBACKS & RECEIVERS 

BORN: January 29, 1941 Los Angeles, Calif. 
COLLEGE: Gained All-American honors at Southern Cal leading John McKay 
and his Trojans to their first national title in 1962. 
PRO: A 10th round draft choice of Pittsburgh, Bill played for the Steelers from 
1963 to 1967 before going to Cleveland in a trade. He twice paced the Browns to 
NFL Eastern Conference titles in 1968 and 1969. His career statistics show 963 
of 1905 passes completed for 14,165 yards and 98 touchdowns. 
PRO COACH: He retired as a player in 1972 and joined the staff of the New 
England Patriots in 1973 and 1974. He moved to the Atlanta Falcons as offensive 
coordinator and quarterback coach in 1975 and 1976. He will coach the quarter- 
backs and receivers for the Bucs. 


KEN HEROCK DIRECTOR OF PLAYER PERSONNEL 
BORN: July 26, 1941 Munhall, Pennsylvania 


Took over duties of Director of Player Personnel in June, 1976. Had resigned 
similar duties a month earlier from Oakland Raiders. He had been with the 
Raiders for 12 years. He started his scouting career at Oakland in 1969 after 
completing his playing career in the American Football League. A tight end, Ken 
had spent five seasons with the Raiders, plus time with Cincinnati and with New 
England. Herock was a three-year, two-way star at West Virginia. He signed with 
the Raiders as a free agent in 1963. 
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VORIS OXLEY MARCUCCILLO CONNERS 


DICK VORIS DIRECTOR OF PRO PERSONNEL 
BORN: January 25, 1922 Los Angeles, California 

Played center and linebacker at San Jose State College from 1946-48, College 
coaching began at Hartnell College in California and continued to Army for 
1955-57. Then in 1958 he became head coach at the University of Virginia. His 
pro stops include: Los Angeles, 1953-54; Director of Personnel & Assistant Coach 
at Green Bay under Vince Lombardi in 1961-62; San Francisco, 1963-67: St. Louis, 
1968-71; Detroit, 1972; Baltimore, 1973, and the New York Jets as defensive co- 
ordinator from 1974 to 1975. Joined the Tampa Bay Buccaneers in February of 
1976 as linebacker coach, Takes over pro personnel duties in 1977. 


TOM OXLEY TRAINER 


BORN: October 10, 1942, Troy, Ohio 

Joined Bucs in January of 1977, Had been head trainer at Northwestern University 
since 1974. From 1969 to 1973, Tom was the trainer at Long Beach State. While 
at Northwestern, Tom was the trainer for the College All-Star Game in Chicago. 
A graduate of Ohio State in 1965, he received his Masters Degree from Baylor 
in 1966. He is assisted by John Lopez, who is the former trainer for the Uni- 
versity of Tampa and the Philadelphia Bell (WFL). Lopez has also been the 
trainer for the American Bow! Game in Tampa. 


PAT MARCUCCILLO EQUIPMENT MANAGER 


BORN: March 23, 1947 Chicago, Illinois 
A graduate of the University of Omaha, 1971. Actually began working for the 
Chicago Bears at age 16, and later was the assistant equipment manager. Left 
Bears to work for the Chicago Fire of the World Football League. After a year 
with the Fire, Pat became equipment manager at Northwestern University. Joined 
Bucs in January of 1976. Marcuccillo is assisted by Frank Pupello, former equip- 
ment manager at the University of Tampa. 


DAN CONNERS CHIEF TALENT SCOUT 
BORN: February 6, 1942 Clearfield, Penn. 


Former middle linebacker for the Oakland Raiders who retired in 1975 after 
spending 12 years in pro football. Originally a second round draft choice of the 
Raiders in 1963 from the University of Miami. Participated in three AFL All-Star 
games. During his career, Dan scored five TDS, returning two fumbles and 
three interceptions for scores. 
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BEAM MAXWELL BLUE 


DICK BEAM DIRECTOR OF ADMINISTRATION 
BORN: May 16, 1936 Long Beach, Galif. 


Promoted to Director of Administration in January 1977. Played football at Whittier 
College under a pair of future successful pro coaches — George Allen and Don 
Coryell. Coached freshmen at Whittier College, 1958, his senior year, and under 
Coryell in 1959 on the varsity level. In 1972 and 1973 he was a part-time assis- 
tant and scout at Southern Cal. In 1974, he joined the USC staff on a fulltime 
basis. Was administrative assistant to John McKay before promotion in 1976. 


DICK MAXWELL DIRECTOR OF PUBLIC RELATIONS 
BORN: March 10, 1948 Oj| City, Penn. 


Joined Buccaneers in January of 1976 after serving five years with the Denver 
Broncos as Assistant Director of Public Relations, In 1975 added title of Director 
of Promotions.

POSITION-BY-POSITION 


OFFENSE 


OFFENSIVE LINE: The Bucs’ line either had a great deal of experience or 
none at all at the line spots in 1976. This obviously made for some interesting 
moments during Tampa Bay’s debut season. Two veterans, tackle Mike Current 
(11 years) and guard Howard Fest (10 years), return to complement a still 
young contingent including second year players Steve Young, who started 11 
games at left tackle, and guards Tom Alward, Everett Little and Steve Wilson. 
Center Dan Ryczek, a former Redskin, played in all 14 games starting 11 which 
offered him the most playing time of his career. Free agent center Al Gluchoski 
will add depth to that position, Another second year performer anxious to see 
more action is tackle Dave Reavis. Reavis had won the starting left tackle spot 
during training camp only to have a knee injury sideline him with 12 weeks to 
ao. Free agent candidates include tackle Calvin Harper and guards Randy 
Johnson, Carl Schaukowitch, Dallas Brown and Roger Bernhardt, 


TIGHT ENDS: Seven year performer Bob Moore provided the Bucs a strong 
showing at tight end, ending the season with 26 catches, second high among 
the pass receivers. Moore, 6-3, 220, started 10 games sharing the post with 
Fred Pagac (who moves to linebacker) and Jack Novak. Free agent Gary Butler 
who has seen duty with Kansas City and Chicago, will also contend, along with 
Ricou deShaw and Dana Nafziger,. 


WIDE RECEIVERS: The team's top pass catcher last season, Morris Owens, 
will headline a group of receivers who will afford the Buccaneers’ above average 
speed from the wide out positions. Owens, a former Dolphin, paced everyone 
with 30 catches and six TDs (leading the Bucs in scoring). Owens was flanked 
by the pattern routes of second year starter Johnny McKay, who grabbed 20 
for a solid 15,1 average. In addition, speedsters Freddie Douglas, Isaac Hagins 
and George Ragsdale will return to give Tampa Bay a greater deep threat in 
1977, Receiver free agent candidates are Richard Williams, Tim Morgan, Witt 
Beckman, Steve Haggerty, and Dan Kelleher. Draft choices Larry Mucker (9a) 
and Chip Sheffield (12) will also compete. 


RUNNING BACKS: Obviously an interesting picture develops here with the 
addition of all-star Anthony Davis and the added help from the draft in the 
form of Ricky Bell, Southern Cal All-American who was the first player to go in 
the draft, Davis signed with Tampa Bay after he bought his CFL Toronto Argos’ 
contract. The Bucs got the rights to Davis in the veteran allocation, The out- 
standing depth at the running backs spots is evident as Louis Carter, who 
paced all Buc rushers with 521 yards, returns along with fullback Ed Williams, 
a strong blocker, who gained 324 yards. Another vet, Charlie Davis, is coming 
off knee surgery, Davis was starting in the Bucs’ backfield until he was hurt in 
the sixth game of the season. Also returning is Jimmy DuBose, the team's 
second draft choice in 1976, veteran Rod McNeill, and forgotten men Harold 
Hart and Charlie Evans, who both had knee injuries before the regular season 
started. Hart had put in three good years for Oakland before being chosen by 
Tampa Bay in the veteran allocation, Free agents include Jack Wender and 
Dyane Woods. Robert Morgan, the Bucs’ 10th round choice, will also compete. 
As a whole, this area of the Bucs offense has to be termed strong. 

QUARTERBACKS: Former Chicago Bear quarterback Gary Huff joined the Bucs 
in a trade during the off-season and will be given the chance to guide the 
Tampa Bay offense. Huff, who just turned 26, started for two years with the 
Bears before not seeing any OB action in 1976. Offering competition for Huff 
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will be second year prospect Parnell Dickinson who, with a strong arm and with 
good mobility, provides the Buccaneers with future possibilities. Dickinson 
rushed 13 times for 103 yards and a 7.9 average before being felled with a knee 
injury in the Miami game, a contest in which he had started. Two free agents, 
both with limited league time, will be available. They are Scott Gardner, formerly 
with Buffalo, Green Bay and the Jets, and David Jaynes, formerly with Kansas 
City, Atlanta and the Giants, Rookie Randy Hedberg (8) from Minot State will 
also contend. 


DEFENSE 


DEFENSIVE LINE: Last season the Bucs played both the three-man and the 
four-man line. This season the coaching staff will work with a three-man front, 
Veterans Pat Toomay and Council Rudolph provide the leadership at the ‘end’ 
positions along with the 1976 top draft pick, Lee Roy Selmon, Selmon was 
another Buc who had a knee injury last season, as the former Oklahoma star 
started in just six games as a rookie. He, however, did not need surgery and is 
expected back fully recovered, His brother, Dewey, also had a knee ailment which 
hampered him, but it also did not require surgery. Dewey will get a look at 
inside linebacker in 1977. Third year player Glenn Robinson returns, and he will 
be joined by youngster Tim Guy, Third round choice Charles Hannah will also be 
in the picture. 

At the tackle positions, third-year Dave Pear, who gained MVP honors by two 
area organizations, will be aided by free agents Otha Bradley, Mike Dooley, 
Paul Stephenson and Gus White. 

In summation, the Bucs defensive line is potentially a very strong portion of 
the ball club. 


LINEBACKERS: This area will have a completely different look to it in 1977. 
Last season, it was hit early with injuries to key personnel, Both outside 
starters were hurt almost from the beginning. Fourth year performer Jim 
Peterson, formerly with Los Angeles, played in just three games, while Calvin 
Peterson, a four-year former Cowboy, appeared in five contests. Both had knee 
injuries. which have apparently healed. In addition, there are several players to 
add to the '77 linebacking picture. Veterans such as Richard Wood, Jimmy Gunn 
and Larry Ball all saw considerable action last season. Third round draft choice 
of 1976 Steve Maughan will get a fresh chance after recovering from a shoulder 
injury which kept him from any action. Others who return are Mike Lemon and 
Brad Watson, who also sat out 1976. Free agents include Steadman Scavella, 
and Cecil Johnson, Tight end Fred Pagac and down lineman Dewey Selmon 
will also be tested as linebackers plus draftees David Lewis (2), Byron 
Hemingway (9), and Aaron Ball (10a). Lewis is expected to jump right into the 
linebacking picture. The LB's produced just two interceptions in 1976, a figure 
which hopefully will be greatly improved in 1977. 


DEFENSIVE BACKS: Young and aggressive are appropriate adjectives for the 
corners and safeties. This group finished a very respectable seventh in the AFC 
pass defense rankings last season. At cornerbacks the two starters both ended 
on the injured reserve list (knees). Mike Washington and Danny Reece return 
to head the corner race. Alsq in contention will be such young veterans as 
Curtis Jordan, Reggie Pierson and Roscoe Word, and free agent newcomers 
Ozell Collier, and Ray Carr. Chuck Rodgers (11) was the draftee. 

At the safety positions, the prospects are as bright as at the corner. Starters 
Mark Cotney, who paced the team in interceptions with three, and Ken Stone, 
who picked off two, will have stiff tests from other returnees Ricky Davis and 
Curtis Jordan, who will also play corner. Free agents Chris Arnold and Floyd 
Hogan will also compete. 
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The defensive backs have one thing in common. Almosi tc a man they are 
second or third year players who are going to get the chance to improve via 
actual valuable game time. 


SPECIALISTS 


RETURNERS: Buc fans anxiously await the opportunity to watch Anthony Davis 
and Isaac Hagins returning punts and kickoffs. Davis has garnered good yardage 
not only in the pros (WFL and CFL), but also in his college days at Southern 
Cal. Hagins returned two kickoff returns for TDs during his rookie pre-season 
before the injury. He is a speedster from Southern University. Also coming back 
will be the top returners from 1976. Danny Reece (20 for 143 yards, 7.2 average) 
in punts and Freddie Douglas (seven for 167 yards, 23.9 average) and Rod McNeill 
(14 for 384 yards, 22.6 average) in kickoffs. 

KICKING SPECIALISTS: Heading the list right now is Dave Green, who 
handled both the punts and the place kicking duties. He held a 39.3 average on 
92 punts, most in the American Football Conference. Green had previously seen 
action with Houston and Cincinnati. Also, veteran free agent George Hunt who 
has seen action with Baltimore and New York Giants, but was not active in 1976, 
will compete along with Derek Smethurst, who was signed in June. Smethurst 
currently plays soccer for the Tampa Bay Rowdies. He will be available in late 
pre-season. Hopefully, Hunt or Smethurst will be able to handle the placekicking 
to allow Green to devote full time to punting,

Round 1. Ricky Bell was the first player chosen in the NFL draft. 
He gained 3,673 yards at USC falling just 51 yards short of the 
Pacific-8 Conference mark held by another USC star, Anthony 
Davis. 

“Ricky runs with power and speed. He's an excellent blocker 
as well as a pass receiver,’ said Head Coach John McKay. ‘He 
runs with more power than most of the other backs | had at USC. 

“The one distinctive characteristic about Ricky is his great 
desire to play and to be the best, He can play both fullback and 
tailback, and we plan to use him at both positions.” 

Bell played in 11 games as a senior after a remarkable junior 
year when he led the nation in rushing with 1,957 yards. Last 
season, he was injured in the sixth game with a hip-pointer and 
the following week he sprained his ankle against California and 
that injury plagued him until the annual showdown with UCLA 
the tenth week. In that game, he gained 167 yards, helping the 
Trojans to gain another berth in the Rose Bowl against Michigan. 
In the Rose Bowl, Bell carried five of the first six plays by USC, 
but suffered a concussion. The Buccaneers have a clean bill of 
health on Ricky from their team doctors. His biggest game as a 
collegian was against Washington State just before the injuries 
began when he carried for 347 yards, just three yards short of 
the all-time NCAA record of 350 set by Eric Allen of Michigan 
State in 1971.

In 1976 
he was chosen to the All-Pac 8 team, AP All West Team and the 
UPI's second team All American team. Dave led the 1975 Trojans 
in tackles with 90, including a team-high 12 for losses (totaling 
40 yards). He also broke up 4 passes and recovered 4 fumbles, 
including one at the USC six-yard line in the Liberty Bowl that 
cut off a 61-yard drive by Texas A&M with the score only 3-0. 
A 1974 transfer from San Diego City College, Lewis lettered 
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as a sophomore reserve at both outside linebacker positions, 
making 32 tackles, including 5 for losses. At San Diego in 1973 
Lewis earned All-Southern California JC honors and sacked the 
Citrus quarterback seven times in one game. At Lincoln High 
in San Diego, he was All-City and All-County one year in basket- 
ball as a center and two in football.

Waivers 

The waiver period begins at 4 p.m., New York time, and expires at 
4 p.m., New York time, on the following day, except that if waivers 
are requested on either Friday or Saturday, they will not expire 
until 4 p.m., New York time, on the next Monday. Between the end 
of the playing season and the opening of the training camps, 
waivers expire on the 10th following day. A 24-hour recall period 
follows each of the waiver periods. Notice of waivers will be made 
simultaneously to each conference with claims recognized in 
priority by conference. 


Outright Release — Waiver procedures are modified to give a 
player with four or more years of credited service the choice of 
declaring himself a free agent when due to be awarded via waivers 
between February 1 and the end of the NFL trading period, or of 
going through the waiver process. 


Personnel (injury) Report 


The report consists of four categories which describe the condi- 
tion of the player: 


Out — Definitely will not play, 

Doubtful — At least 75 per cent chance will not play. Thursday 
update should review this player. 

Questionable — A 50-50 chance will or will not play. Thursday 
update should review this player and offer more definite 
forecast. 

Probable — Virtual certainty that player will be available for 
normal duty.

Option Clause/First Refusal/Compensation — The Option Clause 
will be eliminated from any new contract signed by a player with 
four years’ credited service unless he and the club individually 
negotiate its inclusion. Any one-year contract signed by a rookie 
must include an option clause; contracts signed by players with 
less than four credited seasons may include an option clause. 
For current and future contracts, compensation for an option year 
will be at least 110 percent of the player's previous year’s salary. 


Players who played out their option during 1976 will be free to 
contact other clubs upon signing of the agreement. 


First Refusal: Player's old club may retain an option playout by 
matching the principal terms the player has reached with a new 
team. In order to qualify for First Refusal, the old club or new 
club must have offered a minimum of $30,000 to a player with 
less than four years credited service, $40,000 to a player with 
four years credited service, $45,000 to a five-year player, and 
$5,000 per year of credited service above that. 


Compensation: A club losing an option playout to another club 
will receive compensation in the form of predetermined draft 
choices, ranging from a third round choice to two consecutive 
first round choices depending on the salary terms of the player's 
contract with his new club. For the old club to qualify for com- 
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pensation, the new club must have offered a minimum starting 
at between $50,000 and $90,000, depending on the number of 
credited seasons the player has. 


If an option playout is not offered a contract by a new club, his 
old club may re-sign him at the terms of the last best written offer 
made to him before he became a free agent, or to a one-year 
contract with no option at not less than 110 percent of his last 
previous year, If the old club does not sign him by July 1 he is a 
free agent and no compensation or first refusal applies when and 
if he signs with another NFL club.

HISTORICAL HIGHLIGHTS 


November 4, 1967 

Tampa Stadium is dedicated and the final price tag on the 46,500 seat structure 
is about $4.1 million. The dedication concluded planning which began in 1965 
by the newly-created Tampa Sports Authority, an 11-member public agency 
formed by the Florida Legislature in 1965. 

August 10, 1968 

The Tampa Jaycees sponsor a NFL pre-season game between the Atlanta Falcons 
and the Washington Redskins. Washington wins on the field while 42,000 fans 
watch from new Tampa Stadium, 

August 7, 1971 

The New York Jets-Detroit Lions pre-season game is sold out three days before 
the event. Over 51,200 fans turn out to see Jets lose 28-24 to Lions. In all. 
13 professional games would be played in Tampa Stadium with an average of 
41,000 setting the stage for the NFL. 

August 11, 1973 

Another pre-season sell-out with the Joe Namath-Jets against the Steve Spurrier- 
49ers. This time Jets win, 34-14. 

February 25, 1974 

The NFL Expansion Committee narrowed the expansion list to five sites — 
Tampa, Honolulu, Memphis, Phoenix and Seattle. 

April 24, 1974 

Tampa Bay is awarded the NFL’s 27th franchise. As part of the franchise award 
for the area, Tampa Stadium will be enlarged to nearly 72,000 seats. 

October 30, 1974 

Philadelphia construction man Tom McCloskey, is awarded the new Tampa fran- 
chise, but later backs off accepting the ownership. 

December 5, 1974 

Hugh F. Culverhouse, Jacksonville attorney and real estate investor, is awarded 
ownership of the 27th franchise for the Tampa Bay area. 

January 30, 1975 

Ata civic luncheon honoring Hugh Culverhouse in Tampa, the new team’s owner 
announces a 14-man advisory board. 

February 15, 1975 

The official name of the team jis announced. The club will be known as the 
Tampa Bay Buccaneers. Some 400 names were reviewed by the Advisory Board, 
A local radio station also forwarded the “Tampa Bay Buccaneers” as its favorite. 
April 21, 1975 

Tampa Sports Authority unanimously approves a 30-year lease agreement with 
Bucs’ officials for Tampa Stadium. 

April 13, 1975 

Hillsborough County Commissioners approve unanimously the stadium lease 
worked out between the club officials and the Tampa Sports Authority. 

April 24, 1975 

Tampa City Council, 6-1, votes for approval of the stadium lease and the ex- 
pansion of Tampa Stadium to nearly 72,000 seats. 

April 30, 1975 

Ron Wolf, Director of Player Personnel for 12 years with the Oakland Raiders, 
is named Vice President of Operations. 

May 14, 1975 

The sale of 813 million in bonds is effected by the Tampa Sports Authority to 
finance renovation and enlargement of the stadium. 
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June 15, 1975 

The Tampa Bay Buccaneers adopt the official colors of orange, white with red 
trim and also gain a logo of a swashbuckling buccaneer, Artist Lamar Sparkman 
who designed the logo said, '') had no model, only the idea that he must be 
a cavalier, not a hairy-legged pirate." 


July 9, 1975 — Ground is broken for expansion of Tampa Stadium. Expansion 
should be completed by August 20, 1976. 


October 31, 1975 

John McKay, four national championships behind him, is announced as the first 
head coach of the Tampa Bay Buccaneers. At Southern Cal, he had won 76 per 
cent of his games; his teams had played in eight Rose Bowls, winning five, 
and his teams had gone undefeated three times. 


November 4, 1975 

The Bucs will play in the AFC West in 1976 and compete against each AFC 
team plus Seattle. In 1977, the Bucs will be in the NFC Central and play all 
the teams in the National Conference plus Seattle, it is announced in New 
York at the owners’ expansion meetings. 


November 12, 1975 

After two days of mail, 11,000 season tickets are sold to Buccaneer games. 
November 20, 1975 

The NFL decides to give Tampa Bay and Seattle 39 veterans each in the allo- 
cation and another 25 players from the annual college draft. 


December 27, 1975 

Hugh Culverhouse draws the first pick in the college draft, while Seattle re- 
ceives the first pick in the veteran allocation in a special drawing held prior 
to the Pittsburgh and Baltimore playoff game in Pittsburgh. 


January 13, 1976 — Tampa Bay and Seattle both file suit against the players 
association over concern of the NFLPA blocking the upcoming stocking events. 
January 19, 1976 

Plans are revealed for the Buccaneers training and office site to be built on 
six acres of Hillsborough County Aviation Authority land, Included in the com- 
plex will be combination offices and lockerrooms plus two practice fields. 


February 15,1976 


Marvin L. Warner, president of Warner National Corp. and a longtime friend 
of Hugh Culverhouse, buys a major share of the Tampa Bay Buccaneers. Mr. 
Warner, who lives in Cincinnati, is involved in various companies in the de- 
velopment and management of real estate and consumer services. 


February 20, 1976 

Dates are set for the stocking of the expansion teams as the Federal Court in 
Miami dismisses the suit by Tampa Bay and Seattle after gaining assurances 
from the NFL Players Association not to block the allocation or draft plans, 
March 30, 1976 

The Tampa Bay Buccaneers choose 20 defensive players and 19 offensive play- 
ers in the veteran allocation held in New York at the NFL offices. The procedure 
was to take nearly two days but was completed in less than ten hours. 

April 2, 1976 


The Buccaneers announce their first trade ever as former Florida star, Steve 
Spurrier comes from the San Francisco 49ers for two players and a draft choice. 
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April 8, 1976 
LeeRoy Selmon, All-American defensive lineman from Oklahoma, is the first pick 
of the entire college draft by the Bucs. 


April 16, 1976 


LeeRoy and Dewey Selmon become the first draft choices to sign as both sign 
separate contracts with the Buccaneers. 


May 17, 1976 
Season ticket sales near 36,000 following club’s three indoctrination camps for 
players, 


June 12, 1976 
Buccaneers’ offices are moved from the Host International Hotel to One Buc- 


caneer Place, Tampa Bay's new training and office complex, off of N. Westshore 
Blvd. in Tampa. 


July 5, 1976 

The Bucs welcome the first rookies and free agents to training camp at One 
Buccaneer Place. When the process of roster changes is finished in December 
140 players will have been on the Bucs’ first year ledger, 


July 31, 1976 

Head Coach John McKay returns to the Los Angeles Coliseum and the Bucs play 
their first game ever as the Rams host Tampa Bay. Los Angeles prevails, 26-3, 
with Pete Rajecki kicking an 18-yard field goal for the first points of all time, 


August 14, 1976 


The Atlanta Falcons become the first team to lose to the Buccaneers when 
Tampa Bay takes a 17-3 decision in Jacksonville's Gator Bowl. 


August 21, 1976 

71.718 fans fill expanded Tampa Stadium to view the Bucs first home game ever 
against the Miami Dolphins. Tampa Bay loses 28-21 but the game is a huge 
success as the Buccaneers are weloomed home! 


September 12, 1976 

Tampa Bay opens the regular season on the road against the Houston Oilers. 
The Bucs lose 20-0 in the Astrodome. 

November 16, 1976 

The Bucs announce the signing of all-star running back Anthony Davis, who had 
bought out his contract from Toronto of the CFL. Davis will begin play with the 
Bucs in 1977. 


April 13, 1977 — The Buccaneers trade two sixth round draft picks to the Chicago 
Bears for quarterback Gary Huff. Huff, a former Florida State player, lives in 
Tampa. 


May 3, 1977 

Tampa Bay, holding the number one pick in the NFL draft, selects All-American 
running back Ricky Bell from Southern California, Bell later in the day inks a 
five-year contract with Tampa Bay. 
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TAMPA STADIUM

In 1965, the Florida Legislature established the Tampa Sports Au- 
thority, an 11-member public agency which was formed to coordi- 
nate the building of a new stadium in Tampa. Later that year a 
$4.6 million bond issue was sold. 


Construction on the stadium began in October of 1966 and the 
dedication of Tampa Stadium was held on Nov. 4, 1967. The final 
cost was about $4.6 million for the 46,500 seat structure. 


After a NFL franchise was awarded the area, the Tampa Sports 
Authority began plans for expansion of the facility to over 71,000 
seats. The cost figure for the additions is about $13 million. 


A new scoreboard with instant replay capabilities has been in- 
stalled for use. An auxiliary scoreboard is placed in the south 
stadium area. The main additions are in the end zone areas of 
Tampa Stadium. 


Tampa Stadium’s main tenant is the Tampa Bay Buccaneers foot- 
ball team, but it is also the home for the American Bowl, the 
Tampa Bay Rowdies soccer team, the American Invitational Horse 
Jumping Competition plus annual match-ups of area colleges. 


The Stadium attendance record is 71,718, August 21, 1976 when 
the Buccaneers played the Miami Dolphins. 
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RADIO-TV NETWORK 


Ray Scott, veteran sports- 
caster of such prestigious 
events as the Super Bowl, 
the World Series and the 
Masters Golf Tournament, 
will again be the "Voice of 
the Tampa Bay Buccaneers” 
in 1977. 


Scott will be the play-by- 
play man for the pre-season 
television games and then 
switch to the Buccaneer 
radio network with Dick Crippen on color for the regular season 
games. 


Ray began his long association with professional football as 
the CBS-TV voice of the Green Bay Packers. In annual balloting 
among fellow sportscasters, Scott has seldom been out of the top 
half dozen in national ranking. He was named Florida Sportscaster 
of the Year in 1976, 


Scott will team with WTVT-TV sports director, Andy Hardy for 
the pre-season games. During the regular season, he will head a 
radio network numbering nearly 45 stations throughout Florida 
and southern Georgia. 


The stations on the radio network at press time follow accord- 
ing to B-G Productions, the company holding the radio rights to 
Bucs football.

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MEDIA INFORMATION 


PRESS BOX: The Bucs maintain two press boxes on the first (Auxiliary) and 
third levels (Main Press Box) of Tampa Stadium. All working news media with 
the proper credentials should enter the press gate (West side of Stadium). 


CREDENTIALS: News media representatives on assignment who do not hold 
press box credentials for the season should request single game press box 
reservations in advance by writing or calling the Bucs Public Relations office. 
Reserved credentials may be picked up at the press gate on game day. The 
press gate (number 22) is located on the Dale Mabry St. side (west) of Tampa 
Stadium. 

TELEVISION AND RADIO: Network television (second level) dnd visiting radio 
booths {second level) are located in the press box area, TV credentials should 
be reserved through the network game producer, while visiting radio credentials 
will be issued to the visiting team’s PR man unless other arrangements have 
been made in advance. 


PHOTOGRAPHERS: Field photographers should enter the press gate and go 
directly to the field where special identifying arm ribbons are issued in the 
southwest corner of the stadium (off playing field), All field photographers 
must wear both a credential and the appropriate ribbon. There is also a photo 
deck located on the fourth level. Space is available there on the reserved basis. 
Field photographers are cautioned that the bench area inside the 35-yard lines 
is off-limits to all non-playing personnel. Field photographers must also remain 
at least six feet outside of the sideline boundary at all times. 


Photographers are asked to take special note of the following conditions for 
use of press credentials: 

“Any secondary non-editorial or commercial use of any picture, film, or 

drawing of the game taken or made by the accredited organization or individual 
to whom this credential has been issued (including but not limited to use in 
advertising, sales promotion, or merchandising) is prohibited without prior 
specific written approval by the Tampa Bay Buccaneers football club of the 
National Football League, Television stations filming or taping NFL games 
recognize that any films or tapes can be used only in connection with regularly 
scheduled television newscasts within a seven-day period following the game 
and the film clip or tape portion of each such showing will not exceed two (2) 
minutes jn length.”

PRESS BOX SERVICES: Pertinent game information and statistics are supplied 
before, during and after each game. Scores of other games are announced as 
received. Refreshments are served in the press lounges before, at halftime and 
after the game. and in the press box areas by Bucs hostesses during the game. 
Admission to the press lounges is strictly limited to members of the news 
media holding credentials issued by the Bucs. No one else will be admitted 
to the lounges. 

LOCKERROOMS: Admission to the lockerrooms after the games is governed 
by credentials issued by the Bucs only. There is no admission to the locker- 
tooms before the game.
